England agatne, giuing out in all piaces where they come, to colour their owne miſbcham- 
our, and the cauſc of their returne with ſome p2ctence ) moſt vile and ſcandalous repozts, both ofthe Country it 
ſeife, and of the Cariage ofthe buſineſſe there. | 

nohich hath alſo gien occaſton, that ſundzyf ilſe rumours and deſpightfullſpecches haue beene deuiled and gi⸗ 
uen out by men that ſeeme of better ſozt, being ſuch as lie at home, and doe glad y take all occaſions to cheere them- 
ſelues with the pꝛeuention of happy ſucceſſ? in any action of publike good, diſgracing both the actions and actoꝛs 
of ſuch honourable enterpriſes, as whereofthey neither know noꝛ vnderſtand the true intents and honeſt ends. 

Which howſocuer (fox a time) it may detetre and keepe backe the hands and helpe of many well diſpoſed men, yet 
men of wiſoome and better reſolution doe well con teme and know that theſe demces infuſed into the tongues and 
heades of ſuch deuiſo2s(by the Father of vntruths) doe ſeru. fo nothing elſe, but as a cloke to couer the wꝛetched 
aud leaud pꝛancks ofthe one ſoꝛt, and the ſtupidity and backwardneſſe ofthe other, to aduance any commendable 
action that taxeth their purſc,and tendeth not wholly to their owne aduantage, 

And therfoze thoſe of his Maieſties Lounſecl in this honourable plantation, the Lozds,Knights,Gentlemen,and 
Merchants tntereſled therein rightiy conſidering that as in all other good Seruices, ſo in this much loſſe and de⸗ 
triment may many waies ariſe and grow to the due meanes and manner of pꝛoceeding, which yet no way toucheth 
noꝛ emp:acheth the action it ſelfe, noꝛ the ends okt, which do ſtiil remaine entire audſafe vpon the ſame grounds of 
thoſe manifold Chꝛiſtian duties whereon it was firſt reſolued, are ſo karre from peelding oꝛ gtuing way to any hin⸗ 
d2ance oz impeachment ok their cheeretull going on, that many of them both honourable and wozſhipfull haue 
giuen their hands and ſubſcribed to contribute againe and againe to new ſupplies ik need require. 

And further, they doe inſtantly pꝛepare and make ready a certa'ne number of good Shippes, with all neceſſa⸗ 
ries, foꝛ the right honourable Loꝛd 4c 1a \V.ire, who intendeth God afl ſting, to be ready with all expedition to ſe 
condthe foꝛelald Generals, which we doubt not are long ſince lately ariued at their wiſhed poꝛt in Virgine. 

And for that toꝛmer experience hath too dearely taught, how much and manie waies it hurteth to ſuffer Pa⸗ 
rents to dit burden themſelues of laſcuuous ſonnes, maſters of bad ſcruants, and wiues of ill huſvands, and ſo 
to clogze the bulineſſe with ſuch an idle crue, as did thꝛuſt themlelues in the laſt voiage that will rather ſtarue foꝛ 
hunger, then lay their hands to labour: ; 

Jt is therctoꝛe reſolued, that no ſuch vnneceſſary perſon ſhall now be accepted, but onely ſuch ſufficient, honeſt 


and good artificers, as 
Smiths, Carpenters, Iron men for ſurnaſſe & hammer, Gun-founders, Sawyers, 


Shipwrigits, Gardeners, Turners, Brickinakers, Bricklayers, Fiſhermen, Fowlers, 
Sturgeon dreſſers, Coopers, Minerall men, Plough-wrights, Vine-dreflers, 
Ioyners, Salt-makers, Bakers, Brewers, Surgeons, 
and Phyſirions fo2 the body, and learned Diuineg to inſtruct the Colonie, and to teach the J:ifidels to worſhip 
the true God. Of which ſo many as will repaireto the houſe of Dir lhomas Smith Treaſurer of the Company 
to p2offer their ſeruice in this action betoꝛe the number be full, and will put in good ſureties to be readie to attend 
the ſaid honourable Loꝛd in the voyage, ſball be entertained with thoſe reaſonable and good conditions as ſball 
anſwere and be agrecable to ech mans ſufficiency in his ſeuerall profeſſion. 
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
